BUTLER WINS HIS BATTLE

———

Obairman of Populist National Oommitte®

Qomes Out on Top.
PAUL  VANDERVOORT IS  EXCLUDED

Commitier Votes to Bar Him from
Any Partliolhpmtion=Nebhnte Long
and Fleree and Park Fae-
thon Mouted,

Still chafing over the manner In which
Chalrman Marion Butler had shut them oft
the night previous, the middle-of-the<rond-
ers were early on hand at Crelghton hadl
when the populist natlooal committes re-
convened yesterday mornineg, All night they
Indulged In loud protests agnlnst what they
considered Lo have been an oulrage’ and
wern now prepared for the “Philippt’ bout,

The first thing was the presentation of
the report of the credentinls committoe, Ace
cording to thia reéport, only Lwenly-seven
Yegular members were present and there
In the matter
of the contesin the committes reported os
follows:

Recommendntions for the Future.

The report concluded with n number of
recommendations, as follows, for governing
contesls In and settling questions of mem-
bership in the future:

First, That hereafter the noationnd com-
mittee do not recognize any power of sub-
stitntion or right of arilgnment or transfer
in n proxy.

Second. That no man ean hold and use a
proxy of any natlonal committecman outside
his own state,

Third, That no man can hold &  proxy
from another state when he hans been recog-
nlzed publicly by the populist authorities of
hisn own state, 1% not In the people's party,

Fourth, That the nationul chairman or
secretary be directed to enter on the lQist
of members of the national committes those
whose names ara certified to the national
sceretary by the state chalrman and secre-
tary or by the three national committecmen
from that state and no other, and i the
Bliste chalrman or secretnry or by two of
the natlonal committeemen from his state on
the rolls.

Fifth, That hereafter we recognlze no
telegraph proxies,

Lastly, we recommend to the next  na-
tionnl convention of our party a changs In

our riles so that one man can hold and use
three proxies from his own state and that
DO man enan use any other proxies than thoze
from hin own stute,

All the five committecimen hid
gigned  the report. They were  Sen-
ator  William V. Allen  of  Nebraska,
chalrman, A. H. Cardin of Kentucky, ex-

Governor John P, Buchanan of Tennesgoe,
Congressman C. AL Barlow of California and
Eltweot Pomeroy of New Jersey, whose
nume had headed the list of nine which had
been attaoched to the call under which the
nitlonal committee had met in Omnha.

All forencon was consumed with a debate
over the raport, the "middle-of-the-rondors'
making n test fhght over Paul Vandervoort's
exclusion ns n proxy.

Nurkitt Has the Floor.

Eltweet Pomeroy, who, as the seeretary
of the crodentlals committee, read the re-

counlry, Colonel Burkitt always wears a
sult of confoderate gray.

color.”  Vandervoort's proxy, he suid, ho

held in his hand, and he asserted that the

to the contests and Its recommendations to
e read first,

Tellers Vincent and Parker, who had been
made assistant seercetaries, kept tab on the
vote ns fast as the contestants would per-
mit it to be taken, for numerous explann-
tions  were inststed upon during the roll
call.

Before the vote was announced
who held the proxy of R, R. PPrewitt of
Mississippl, Informed the chalr that he
wished to change his vote—his proxy—from
“aye” o "no”" his object being to be In o
position to move a reconsideration. W, P,
Haughawout of Missourl also nsked that
his proxy vote—that of Dr. DeWitt Askew
of his own state—be also changed from a
negative to an affirmative. But  antlei-
pating what was the intention of the middle-
of-the-ronders, W, J. Danford of Illinois,
who held the proxy of Congressman John C.
Bell of Colorado, requested that the chair
would recogunize him lmmediately upon the
announcement of the vote, The vote
sulted in the adoption of the report
almost two-thirds majority. It stood 64 to
47. This showed the exact strength of the
middle-of-the-roaders. Chalrman  Putler
had no seoner announced the vote and do-
c¢lared the report adopted than both Weller
and Danford were on thelr feet, shouting
at the chair for recognition; alse Haugha-
woul of Missourl.

Nauilling it Down,

anford wuas recognlzed. He sald he had
asked beforehand becuuse he had antlelpated
what the other slde was Intending to do,
Now he would move o reconsideration to
clineh the vote by which the report haa
been adopted, Woeller nlso demanded recog-
nition.

Joseph R. Buchanan responded by
saying that it was the unanimous wish of
the confercnee committoe that the natlonal
committee should go Inte executive sesslon
to conshder the recommendations which the
conforecs had to muake, and this wag done,

After the doors had been clpsed and the
reporters barred out the conforees reported
through.  Senator  Allen, Thelr  report
amounted to wn ngreement upon about every-
thing that the middle-of-the-roaders had
the nerve to Insist upon except the resig-
natlon of Senator Muarvion Butler from fhe
chalrmanzhip of the national committee:
thot 18 to say, the conferces agreed upon
the broad proposition of having an early
convention in 1900, say February 22, and
that the populist nationanl committee was
not to moke any overtures in the direction
of fusion, but was to proceed Independently
in the holding of its convention, whatever
might be the desires of the demoerats and
the silver republicans. Each state, how-
ever, was to be governed asceording to the
dictutea of its own political [nterests in
the matter of co-operation with any other
party. I

The guestion of preventing the natlonal
convention or the national committee from
nllowing any fusion propositions to emanate
from them wans a phra@mount issug,  Upon
this Colonel Burkitt had made one of his
attacks upon Chairman Putler at the morn-
Ing session—he had charged up to the sena-
tor as o fault the deniding out, conjointly
with like
and silver republican partles over the sig-
natures, respectively, of Chairmen Jones
and Towne, of the popullét circular advising
political co-operation, and forced the fusion-
ists to admit that if that bhad npt been
the personal act of Senator Butler it had
at lenst been entirely unouthorized by the
rank and fle of the people's party. That
it had been sent out as an official docu-
ment he proved, Inasmuch as the expenses
of publishing It had been charged up to
the account of the national committee.

Senator Allen made o speech In favor of
the basis of harmony lald down and Colonel
Frank Burkitt of Misaigsippl, one of the
conference committee, also, followed with
one full of generallities, In which he inti-
mated about as strongly as he could with-
out being Impolite that the salvation of the
populist party depended in great mensure
upon #&ettling the differences at Issue and
If any mon stood o the way he ought to
get out of It

The defense of Senttor Butler was taken
up by Senator Allen. He went Into a long
review of the aots of the commitieemen of
the people’s party ever slnee the 8t Louls
convention. He felt that the party must be
united and that every time o man deserted
its standard he jeopardized the success of
the populists and this was why he counselod
goetting together upon some sort of & basls
of ngreement, but he saw oo necessity what -
over for the demand for the reslgnation of
Chalrman Butler.

Auniler Defends Himself.

Another talk diretted toward the necea-
sity for the resignation of Chairtman Butler
was Indulged in by Colonel Burkitt and then
Senator Buller took up hix own defense.

Iie
Intimated that he might have considered the
advizabllity of a reslgnation had It nnt been
for the hard fight the Texans had made upon
him and the manner in which he had been
trentd In hia own state by men whomi he
biad sought to befriend 4nd for whom he hnl
stoodd up. His own collengues on the com

mittee from North. Caraolina, J. Y. Ramsey
and Z. T. Garreit, aftor, upon his adviee,
Lthey had been retalned upon the national

commnilttee, had tdrted over thelr proxles to
two of bls opponents in Texas, Mesara, H, A
Caln and B, 1B, Poters. and upon every prop-
ositlon apposed to him In the commitiee the
votes of theae two Texans had been cast
agnlnst him.  His enemies coulil not foreo
him to ¥ield by any such tactics, and, there-
fore, no matter how much his resighation
wina  Insisted  upon by hiz opponents he
would not yleld, His words were loudly ap-
plauded by the fusionists.

Sevaral other spesches were made, prin-
cipally by W. F. Haughawout of Missouri
ond George F. Washburn of Massmehusetts
Of course Mr. Havghawout maintained the
posktion Colonel Burkitt hoad taken and re.
Herated the prineiple of the Omaha platform
that no offecholder, natlonal,

l:llllmt'lp:tl. should hold any position of au-

thorlly either in the primariee or the con-
ventions of the party, On the other hand
Mr.  Washburn  stood by Mr. Dutler and
voleed the sentimont that “under no elream-
ghould Mr. Butler resign.”  “He
must not resign,’” repeated Mr. Washburn.

It wad finally decided to have another con-
ferenco  commivtee  appointed  from both
aldes, For the Dutlerites, Messrs, . F
Washburn of Massachusetts, J. H. Anderson
of Idaho and Bltweed Pomeroy of New
Jeraey were sclected, and for the “midille-
of-the-roaders” General Willlam Phillips of
Georgla, James H. Ferriss of the Joliet (111.)
News and 8, C, Granberry of Texas were
chosen,

An ndjournment was then taken at a late
hour to glve the new conferces a chance to
meet together and the hour of 9 p, m. was
fixed upon for hearing their report.

Herculenan Tnsk,

When after 11 p. m. the national eommit-
tee convened It wasg found that the new con-
ference committees had a much more d1-
cult thsk on hand to effect & basis of agrec-
men than had the old ones. In the. mean-
time the “middle-of-the-roaders”™ hud hela
a meeting at the Barker hotel and had in-
structed the conferees representing them to
hold out for Chalrman Butler's reslgnation,
no motter how long It took—to follow the
identieal tacties that had been pursued the
day previous by the fuslonists in the maot-
ter of the credentiala report, the Park com-
mittee indulging in the hope that they eould
sueeeed in wearing out Senator Butler, The
inti-fusionists felt much better than they
had the night before over the matter of ex-
penses, because they had recelved an as
surance from E. B, 'sters, one of the Tex-
ans who hold a North Carolina proxy, that
he would cover the expense of every “mid-
dle-of-the-roader’ in Owaha until the fight

The conference committees had intimated
to the national committee a desive for more
time—would probably need until 1 o, m.—
but the nationnl committee evidently pre-
forrod to take advantage of the nocturnal
hours for purposes of oratory for no propo-
gitlon to adjourn was heeded until midnight.
